HUARAZ, P e r u (UPP — A

Huasearan late y e s t e r d a y , 
crushing a half-dozen villages 
and burying possibly 3,000 per­ 
sons. 


Police and army sources at 
the scene, 30 miles north of 
here, said the destroyed vil­ 
lages had a total population 
of about 3,100 persons. They 


feared all had perished. 
A similar a v a l a n c h e de­ 
stroyed Huarez 20 years ago, 
killing 5,000 persons. 


Col. Humberto Ampuero, di­ 
recting rescue services, said 
the villages were buried in 
mud, ice and rocks, interlaced 
with uprooted trees. 


Ampuero appealed for gov­ 
ernm ent aid. Relief p l a n e s 
stood by in Lima ready to take 
off as soon as the w e a t h e r 


cleared. 
An engineer battalion was 
cn route to the scene to help 
clear away rubble. The threat 
of floods, however, added to 
| the horror of the disaster area.

First reports of the disaster 
¡came from Dr. Leoncio Guz-

¡cascading down the mountain 


as he returned from a nearby 
hospital. He tried to reach his 
home to warn his family but 
he was too late. 


Guzman said the hardest hit 
villages were Ranrahirca, Sac- 
cha, Huaraschuco and Uehu- 
coto. They lie between Carhuaz 
and Yungay. 


Huasearan, a 22,205-foot ex­ 
tinct volcano, is Peru’s tallest 
mountain. It is one of the high­ 
est in the Andes range. Huaraz, 


capital of Ancash province, is j 
175 miles north-northwest of j 
Lima, the capital. 


Guzman said he was driving 
barely a mile away from his 
home when he saw the slide 
start. At full speed he raced 
for the village but the land­ 
slide got there first. 


“I was too late,” he said. 
“Everyone was dead.” He said 
he 
himself 
barely 
escaped. 
Guzman owed his life to the 


fact he practiced in Huaraz, al­ 
though living in Ranrahirca, 
and was making the hospital 
call at the time of the slide. 


The entire residential sec­ 
tion of Huaraz was wiped out 
by the landslide of Dec. 13, 
1941, which dumped a sea of 
mud, rocks and volvanic lava 
1150 feet high and half a mile 
wide into the city. 


Landslides in N o v em b er, 
1946, killed at least 500 per­ 


sons in north central Peru, in­ 
cluding 300 miners entombed 
at their work. An earthquake 
in May, 1940, killed 249 per­ 
sons and injured 3,000, most 
of them residents of Lima and 
its seaport, El Callao. 


Avalanches are not unusual 
at this time of the year in Peru 
when the thaws of the spring 
and summer release the win­ 
ter’s accumulation of snow and 
ice from the Andes.

Turtle.” 
Aviation experts here called 
the flight a potent example of 
the new plane’s ability to de­ 
liver a cargo of nucelar-armed 
missiles almost anywhere in 
the world. 
The huge Boeing superbomb­ 
er had been in the air 22 hours 
and 9 minutes and had span­ 
ned two oceans and the North 
American continent when Eve­ 
ly set it down on the base’s 15,- 
000-foot runway, the longest in 
Western Europe.

“In view of the length of 
time necessary for the design­ 
ing and construction of such a 
bridge . . . immediate steps to 
plan and procure a second 
bridge may well be mandatory. 
It seems to us vital that Marin 
County determine for itself the 
location and the access routes 
which will best serve the needs 
of our county and least damage 
its natural beauty and its resi­ 
dential areas. 
Such planning, the letter 
continues, must embrace a sys­ 
tem of mass transit, be it rail 
or ferry. 
“The need is pressing. The 
problem is growing,” the letter 
concludes.

Larkspur Recreation 


Commission Gets Work 


The 
Larkspur 
Recreation 
Commission no longer has time 
on its hands. 
At a joint meeting with the 
city council last night—called 
for the express purpose of find­ 
ing useful employment for the 
seven-member commission — 
five specific tasks were given 
the group. 
They were: (1) Evaluate and 
make recommendations on the 
city’s present recreation pro­ 
gram, which is in the hands of 
the LaHcspt»^- Corte Madera 
Joint Recreation Commission; 
(2) participate in and report on 
the 
activities of the County 
Council of Recreation Commis­ 
sions; (3) revise and draw up 
ordinances 
covering 
trees, 
green belts and parks; (4) plan 
recreation site developments, 
and (5) plan future planting of 
trees. 
The committee was not dis­ 
mayed by the prospect of work. 
“We came here looking for di­ 
rection,” said chairman Peter 
Krug. 
The meeting had been called 
at request of the commission­ 
ers who claimed they had noth­ 
ing to talk about at their meet­ 
ings other than Eastman Hall 
and, possibly, the weather. 
As an added incentive last 
night, the prospect of operat­ 
ing capital was held out to the 
group. 
“I. for one, would probably 
go along with a request from 
the 
commission for money,” 
said Mayor Arthur E. Storhaug, 
who suggested that the com­ 
mission submit a budget to the 
council at budget time. The 
present recreation tax of four 
cents per $100 assessed valu- 


tion goes to the joint commis­ 
sion. 
The recreation 
commission 
was inactivated in 1954 when 
the joint recreation 
commis­ 
sion was formed. 
The group 
came to life again 
in 
1957 
when prospects looked bright 
for state assistance toward 
building a civic center and har­ 
bor development on the creek 
at the dump on Doherty Drive. 
About a year ago, the harbor 
development was all but aban­ 
doned as far as state assistance 
was concerned when it was re­ 
alized the city was near the 
bottom of the priority list. 
“When our balloon was punc­ 
tured, we wound up talking 
about the weather,” Krug said. 
City Manager Ronald E. Pi­ 
per told the commission that 
over three acres of the site 
would be ready for develop­ 
ment next spring. It was agreed 
that plans for site development 
would take priority with the 
commission immediately. 
The first activity of the com­ 
mission would be supervision 
of the planting of 100 small 
trees, donated to the city by 
the Larkspur Woman’s Club. 
It was also agreed that, to 
establish 
better 
communica­ 
tions, commission and council 
would 
meet 
jointly at least 
once a year. It was recommend­ 
ed that a commission represen­ 
tative attend council meetings 
at least once a month, request­ 
ing a place on the agenda when 
pressing matters arose. 
Councilmen Lesly A. Daveler 
and Neil R. Brixon were absent 
from last night’s meeting. Vic­ 
tor Corsini was the only com­ 
mission member absent. Brix­ 
on is council representative on 
the commission. 


Phone Tracer 
Plan Attracts 
PT&T interest 


Pacific Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Co. today expressed cau­ 
tious interest in a new device 
which General Dynamics Corp. 
asserts can trace phone calls 
from kidnapers, crackpots and 
other undesirable callers. 
Whether the phone company 
would take part in installing 
the devices in Marin and else­ 
where in the Bay Area or 
would object to its installation, 
a phone company spokesman 
could not immediately say. 
He 
explained: 
“Yesterday 
was the first we heard about it. 
We have no idea how it works. 
Whether the company would 
object to it would depend on a 
close study of its effect on the 
instrument and on the service.” 
He added, “From what is 
described, it sounds like a re­ 
markable development.” 
According to General Dy­ 
namics, its device makes is 
possible to make a locked con­ 
nection with an anonymous 
caller even if he hangs up with­ 
in seconds. 
The receiver of an annoying 
or threatening call pushes a 
button on his telephone that 
keeps the calling telephone on 
the line even if the caller has 
hung up. 
The person receiving the call 
then can dial police or tele­ 
phone 
headquarters 
without 
breaking the original connec­ 
tion—and the call thus can be 
traced. 
The unit would cost between 
$100 and $150 if used as orig­ 
inal equipment, said the com­ 
pany, but would cost more if 
added later. 


Commuter 
Congestion 
Relief Asked 


Mill Valley Commuters Club 
urged the county board of su­ 
pervisors yesterday to push 
harder toward relieving the 
“ever i n c r e a sing commuter 
traffic congestion between Ma­ 
rin and San Francisco.” 
In a letter signed by Presi­ 
dent Edward J. Boessenecker, 
the club said traffic on High­ 
way 101 in the past year “has 
increased so much as to sug­ 
gest the saturation point is no 
longer in the vague future but 
almost upon us.” 
SLOW LINES 
It cited “slow moving lines 
of automobiles and buses which 
yesterday stretched bumper-to- 
bumper across the bridge, to­ 
day stretch to the Waldo Tun­ 
nel and to Spencer Avenue 
(Sausalito), and frequently as 
far north as Alto.” The Mag­ 
nitude of the problem has not 
been grasped by the non-com­ 
muting public, the letter as­ 
sents. 
The club said widening of 
the bridge toll plaza and elim­ 
inating the curve on the north 
end will do much to alleviate 
the present condition but, with 
projected population figures 
for Marin, this is only a stop- 
gap. 
SECOND BRIDGE 
“A second bridge is essen­ 
tial,” the letter continues, “par­ 
ticularly if the Golden Gate 
Bridge is ruled to be incapable 
to carry mass transit lines . . . 
“In view of the length of 
time necessary for the design­ 
ing and construction of such a 
bridge . . . immediate steps to 
plan and procure a second 
bridge may well be mandatory. 
It seems to us vital that Marin 
County determine for itself the 
location and the access routes 
which will best serve the needs 
of our county and least damage 
its natural beauty and its resi­ 
dential areas. 
Such planning, the letter 
continues, must embrace a sys­ 
tem of mass transit, be it rail 
or ferry. 
“The need is pressing. The 
problem is growing,” the letter 
concludes.

PUC Ask Tunnel Hearing 
Delay To Finish Probe 


The California Public Utili­ 
ties Commission has asked the 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
fiian to continue or delay its 
hearing on abandonment of 
the Northwestern Pacific Rail­ 
road’s line north of San Rafael, 
set for Jan. 25 in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The PUC, in a 
telegram 
signed by R. J. Pagalich, secre­ 
tary, said the delay was needed 
to complete its independent in­ 
vestigation 
of the proposed 
abandonment because the rail­ 
road has failed to furnish it 
with necessary data. 
The 
state 
agency 
alleged 
that the Southern Pacific Co., 
parent firm of NWP, has not 
provided requested figures on 
the amount of traffic to and 
from points south of San Ra­ 
fael prior to collapse of the 
Puerto Suello railroad tunnel 
last July 20. 
Neither, said the PUC, has 


Southern 
Pacific 
permitted 
PUC engineers to see work pa­ 
pers on which the railroad 
bases its estimate of over $900,- 
000 as cost of restoring the 
tunnel. 
The telegram requested that 
the ICC either grant a con­ 
tinued hearing after comple­ 
tion of that scheduled for Jan. 
25, or postpone the initial hear­ 
ing. 
Meanwhile, the City of San 
Rafael today awaited an an­ 
swer from Northwestern Pa­ 
cific on its request to be per­ 
mitted to have a bore made 
into the tunnel from a hole be­ 
tween the Chula Vista Apart­ 
ments and Lincoln Avenue for 
an inside inspection by engi­ 
neer J. Donovan Jacobs of 
Greenbrae and his associates. 
Nobody has been inside the 
tunnel since two days after it 
collapsed under Lincoln Ave­ 
nue last July 20, carrying a 


fireman to his death. 
Boris H. 
Lakusta, 
special 
counsel for the city in its 
fight against abandonment of 
the rail line, reported yester­ 
day he had reached tentative 
agreement with legal counsel 
for Southern Pacific Co. on 
permission for the bore, with 
railroad engineers as well as 
Jacobs and his associates to 
make an inside inspection.

FOR SAN RAFAEL? 


Assemblyman to Run 
For Congress Seat 
SACRAMENTO W — Assem­ 
blyman Richard T. Hanna <D- 
Fullerton) has announced he 
will be a candidate for Congress 
from the newly-formed 34th 
district in Orange County. 
Hanna, 47, is an attorney. In 
the assembly for three terms, 
he has been chairman of the 
Education Committee since last 
January, and is former chair­ 
man of the Rules Committee. 


The possibilities of up to 
eight-story buildings in down­ 
town San Rafael will be one of 
the subjects explored tomorrow 
at a breakfast meeting of the 
San Rafael Planning Commis­ 
sion. 


The discussions, set for 7:30 
a.m. at the Griddle Restaurant, 
follow requests of San Rafael 
builder Lloyd F. Grandi for 
authorization to construct a 
high-rise building in the down­ 
town area for an unnamed 
client. 
City Planner James R. Gar­ 
rett told commissioners in a re­ 
cent memorandum that a feasi­ 
bility study of taller buildings 
had been undertaken by him 
and Chief Building Inspector 
Andrew Thomas. 
Garrett said that with the 
present 50-foot, on four-story, 
limitation the value of land at 
Fourth and A streets was about 
$18 30 per square foot. This 
dwindles to $3 to $4 per foot

Urban Affairs 


Cabinet Post 


Urged By JFK 


WASHINGTON (UPD — Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy urged 
today that the nation’s cities 
be given representation at the 
cabinet level through creation 
of a new department of urban 
affairs and housing. 
He told Congress in his State 
of the Union message that “a 
strong America depends on its 
cities—America’s 
glory, 
and 
sometimes America's shame.” 
His administration has step­ 
ped up efforts to help urban 
areas with their whole wide 
range of problems, the presi­ 
dent said, and still more pro­ 
grams are needed. 
“And with all this effort un­ 
der way,” he said, “both equity 
and common sense require that 
our nation’s urban areas —con­ 
taining three-fourths of our 
population — sit as equals at 
the cabinet table.” 
K*nnedy proposed the 11th 
cabinet post last year, but the 
House failed to clear the meas­ 
ure for debate. Even backers 
of the bill are uncertain what 
the outcome will be this ses­ 
sion.

After the game, Lyons talk­ 
ed to Thorpe and suggested for­ 
mation of a league. 
“Someday,” he said propheti­ 
cally, “pro football is going to 
draw like major league base­ 
ball.”

People Deserve, Earn Type 


Of Government, Says Mayor 


Mills Club 
To Hear 
Educator

The 
people of a city 
and 
county deserve and earn the 
type of government they have, 
the three and a half million 
in the nine Bay Area counties 
are going to have to decide 
what type of body should deal 
with their common problems. 
This was the central theme 
of San Rafael Mayor John F. 
Mclnnis’s talk on “Bay Area 
Problems” at yesterday’s lunch­ 
eon of the League of Women 
Voters of Mill Valley. 
Sixty-four members attend­ 
ed the luncheon 
at 
Tiburon 
Tommie's restaurant 
after 
a 
morning session that started at 
10 o’clock. 
California is 
far ahead of 
other states in governmental 
adequacy and efficiency Mcln- 
nis said, and people in the Bay 
Area 
adequately 
met 
their 
problems until 
after World 
W ar II. 
“Now we are in a complete 
and absolute mess,” he de­ 
clared. 
Details of the mess, he said, 
include problems of transpor­ 
tation, water pollution, bridges, 
rapid transit and planning in 
connection with recreation and 
land use. Responsible for the 
mess is the lack of coordina­ 
tion in dealing with these prob­ 
lems as well as failure to con­ 
sult people most affected by 
proposed actions. 
As examples of the latter the 
Mayor named 
the proposed 
Golden Gate State Park at the 


north end of the Golden Gate 
bridge and the construction of 
another bridge. 
A section of Marin 
County 
has been committed to public 
use by an outside authority— 
principally because the most 
forceful unit was the City of 
San Francisco—and was then 
acted on by a third agency in 
Washington, D C., he charged. 
And not one person can say 
how big the park should be. 
As for another bridge, Me- 
Innis continued, no one of the 
planning group has talked to 
the people at the ends of the 
bridges to see where it should 
be located. 
A notable instance of lack of 
overall planning he described 
was the new highway con­ 
structed between San Jose and 
San Francisco with great effi­ 
ciency by the Division of High­ 
ways but without regard to the 
flow of traffic in the nine coun­ 
ties. 
“These are all problems that 
can have no answer found in 
a city or county because of the 
crossing of boundaries many 
times,” he asserted. “I think in 
some fashion . . . there must 
be a better tool developed for 
the transmission of informa­ 
tion from the people who are 
aware of problems to the peo­ 
ple who are living in the cities 
and counties. It isn't enough 
for the supervisors or council- 
men to be aware of them ,” the 
Mayor maintained. 
He denlored the situation in 


rapid transit, in which the peo­ 
ple who paid for a good study 
either rejected it, as they did 
recently in San Mateo, or ac-;

This was the central theme 
of San Rafael Mayor John F. 
Mclnnis’s talk on “Bay Area 
Problems"’ at yesterday’s lunch­ 
eon of the League of Women 
Voters of Mill Valley. 
Sixty-four members attend­ 
ed the luncheon 
at Tiburón 
Tommie’s restaurant after a 
morning session that started at 
10 o’clock. 
California is far ahead of 
other states in governmental 
adequacy and efficiency Mcln- 
nis said, and people in the Bay 
Area 
adequately 
met 
their 
problems until after World 
War II. 
“Now we are in a complete 
and absolute mess,” he de­ 
clared. 
Details of the mess, he said, 
include problems of transpor­ 
tation, water pollution, bridges, 
rapid transit and planning in 
connection with recreation and 
land use. Responsible for the 
mess is the lack of coordina­ 
tion in dealing with these prob­ 
lems as well as failure to con­ 
sult people most affected by 
proposed actions. 
As examples of the latter the 
Mayor named the proposed 
Golden Gate State Park at the 


north end of the Golden Gate 
bridge and the construction of 
another bridge. 
A section of Marin 
County 
has been committed to public 
use by an outside authority— 
principally because the most 
forceful unit was the City of 
San Francisco—and was then 
acted on by a third agency in 
Washington, DC., he charged. 
And not one person can say 
how big the park should be. 
As for another bridge. Mc- 
Innis continued, no one of the 
planning group has talked to 
the people at the ends of the 
bridges to see where it should 
be located. 
A notable instance of lack of 
overall planning he described 
was the new highway con­ 
structed between San Jose and 
San Francisco with great effi­ 
ciency by the Division of High­ 
ways but without regard to the 
flow of traffic in the nine coun­ 
ties. 
“These are all problems that 
can have no answer found in 
a city or county because of the 
crossing of boundaries many 
times,” he asserted. “I think in 
some fashion . . . there must 
be a better tool developed for 
the transmission of informa­ 
tion from the people who are 
aware of problems to the peo­ 
ple who are living in the cities 
and counties. It isn’t enough 
for the supervisors or council- 
men to be aware of them,” the 
Mayor maintained.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Radical Left May Threaten 
As Much As Radical Right 


A major crime that the “r a d i c a l 
right” stands accused of these days is 
voicing the belief that the nation is en­ 
dangered not only by communist pres­ 
sures from without but also by socialist 
pressures from within. 
How far-fetched is this concern with 
internal threats to traditional American 
freedoms? 
Recently, the Wall Street Journal re­ 
printed a magazine article written for 
“Partisan Review” in 1947 by Arthur 
M. Schlessinger, Jr., one of President 
Kennedy’s closest advisers. It reads in 
part: 
“If socialism (i. e., the ownership by 
the state of all significant means of pro­ 
duction) is to preserve democracy, it 
must be brought about step by step in a 
way which will not disrupt the fabric of 
custom, law, and mutual confidence 
upon which personal rights depend. 
“That is, the transition must be piece­ 
meal; it must be parliamentary; it must 
respect civil liberties and due process of 
law . . . There seems no inherent ob­ 
stacle to the gradual advance of social­ 
ism in the United States t h r o u g h a 
series of New Deals . . . 
“Government ownership and control 
can take many forms. The independent 
public corporation, in the manner of 
TVA, is one; state and municipal owner­ 
ship; the techniques of the cooperatives 
can be expanded; even the resources 
of regulation have not been fully 
tapped . . . 
“Socialism, then, appears quite prac­ 
ticable within this frame of reference, 


as a iong-term proposition. Its gradual 
advance might well preserve order and 
law, keep enough internal checks and 
discontinuities to guarantee a measure 
of freedom, and evolve new and real 
forms for the expression of democracy. 
The active agents in effecting the transi­ 
tion will probably be, not the working 
class, but some combination of lawyers, 
business and labor managers, politi­ 
cians and intellectuals, in the manner of 
the first New Deal, or of the Labor gov­ 
ernment in Britain . . . 
“In England the business classes have 
had the aristocracy, and now the Social­ 
ists, to protect them . . . 
“But the American business commun­ 
ity continues to resist the radical de­ 
mocracy, like a drowning man thrash­ 
ing out at his rescuer. In so doing, it 
may destroy the possibility of a peace­ 
ful transition to socialism.” 
If Presidential adviser Schlessinger’s 
concluding sentence means anything, it 
appears to indicate that if Americans 
who believe in the free enterprise sys­ 
tem don’t stop resisting the peaceful 
transition to socialism, they are going to 
get socialism rammed violently down 
their throats. 
Unless Professor Schlessinger has 
radically altered his views—and there is 
no indication that he has—there would 
seem to be more danger at the moment 
from the “radical left” than the “radical 
right.” Certainly the former are cur­ 
rently in positions of far greater influ­ 
ence.

THE DECIDEDLY unusual 
situation which has developed 
in Novato over a school super­ 
intendent’s contract points up 
a practice which may bear 
only indirectly on the prob­ 
lem there. 
This is the practice of grant­ 
ing four-year contracts to 
district administrators. 
Under California law, each 
school district has a board of 
five trustees. These trustees 
are elected to four-year terms 
(in most districts, the terms 
were three years until new 
legislation changed them in 
1960). In each even-numbered 
year, either two or three of 
the trustee positions in each 
district come up for election. 
If the people are dissatis­ 
fied with anything in their 
public 
schools, 
their only 
ready remedy is at the polls. 


LET S SUPPOSE that three 
of the five trustee posts in a 
district are up for election. 
There is some dissatisfaction. 
Candidates who are critical of 
the way the district’s schools 
are operating win election— 
for four years. 
Suppose these new trustees 
Tind, after taking their seats 
on the board, that the things 
to which they object are being 
done by the superintendent 
rather than by the board it­ 
self. Two courses are open to 
them: serve notice on the 
superintendent 
to 
follow 
board policies, or look for a 
new superintendent. 
Because the superintendent 
has wide powers in operation 
of the schools, and because 
the line between what is “pol­ 
icy” and what is “administra­ 
tion” is never very clear, 
these trustees—a majority of 


the board—may decide th$ 
latter course is preferable. » 
However, they may theH 
find that the superintendent 
has just received a four-year 
contract renewal — although 
his ¿former contract has not 
yet expired. 


THIS OCCURS because of 
a rather odd provision of thj 
Education Code which says 
that a superintendent must be 
notified by Dec. 31 if the 
board does not plan to renevfr 
his contract expiring the next 
June 30. 
Thus the board majority^ 
taking office in May, finds it 
can do nothing about thd 
superintendent’s contract uft 
til nearly four years have 
elapsed. This means that these 
trustees have to wait almost 
their entire terms before they 
can get a new superintendent 
The people, who expected 
the board members to correct 
certain faults with the school^ 
naturally are somewhat dis­ 
illusioned when nothing hapt 
pens—because the things t$ 
which they object are bein| 
continued by the superintend* 
ent. 
i 
It is not unusual for one of 
more of the “reform” trustees 
to resign in disgust long b^ 
fore completion of the four* 
year term. Generally he will 
not state his real reason fot 
resigning, because of an uni 
derstandable but unfortunate 
aversion to “washing the diaf- 
trict’s dirty linen in public.”

A major crime that the ‘"radical 
right” stands accused of these days is 
voicing the belief that the nation is en­ 
dangered not only by communist pres­ 
sures from without but also by socialist 
pressures from within. 
How far-fetched is this concern with 
internal threats to traditional American 
freedoms? 
Recently, the Wall Street Journal re­ 
printed a magazine article written for 
“Partisan Review” in 1947 by Arthur 
M. Schlessinger, Jr., one of President 
Kennedy’s closest advisers. It reads in 
part: 
“If socialism (i. e., the ownership by 
the state of all significant means of pro­ 
duction) is to preserve democracy, it 
must be brought about step by step in a 
way which will not disrupt the fabric of 
custom, law, and mutual confidence 
upon which personal rights depend. 
“That is, the transition must be piece­ 
meal; it must be parliamentary; it must 
respect civil liberties and due process of 
law . . . There seems no inherent ob­ 
stacle to the gradual advance of social­ 
ism in the United States t h r o u g h a 
series of New Deals . . . 
“Government ownership and control 
can take many forms. The independent 
public corporation, in the manner of 
TVA, is one; state and municipal owner­ 
ship; the techniques of the cooperatives 
can be expanded; even the resources 
of regulation have 
not been fully 
tapped . . . 
“Socialism, then, appears quite prac­ 
ticable within this frame of reference, 


as a long-term proposition. Its gradual 
advance might well preserve order and 
law, keep enough internal checks and 
discontinuities to guarantee a measure 
of freedom, and evolve new and real 
forms for the expression of democracy. 
The active agents in effecting the transi­ 
tion will probably be, not the working 
class, but some combination of lawyers, 
business and labor managers, politi­ 
cians and intellectuals, in the manner of 
the first New Deal, or of the Labor gov­ 
ernment in Britain . . . 
“In England the business classes have 
had the aristocracy, and now the Social­ 
ists, to protect them . . . 
“But the American business commun­ 
ity continues to resist the radical de­ 
mocracy, like a drowning man thrash­ 
ing out at his rescuer. In so doing, it 
may destroy the possibility of a peace­ 
ful transition to socialism.” 


If Presidential adviser Schlessinger’s 
concluding sentence means anything, it 
appears to indicate that if Americans 
who believe in the free enterprise sys­ 
tem don’t stop resisting the peaceful 
transition to socialism, they are going to 
get socialism rammed violently down 
their throats. 


Unless Professor Schlessinger has 
radically altered his views— and there is 
no indication that he has— there would 
seem to be more danger at the moment 
from the “radical left” than the “radical 
right.” Certainly the former are cur­ 
rently in positions of far greater influ­ 
ence.

THIS OCCURS because of 
a rather odd provision of the 
Education Code which says 
that a superintendent must be 
notified by Dec. 31 if thi 
board does not plan to renevfr 
his contract expiring the next 
June 30. 
Thus the board majority* 
taking office In May, finds it 
can do nothing about thf 
superintendent’s contract urf 
til nearly four years have 
elapsed. This means that these 
trustees have to wait almost 
their entire terms before they 
can get a new superintendent 
The people, who expected 
the board members to correct 
certain faults with the school< 
naturally are somewhat dis­ 
illusioned when nothing hapf 
pens—because the things t$ 
which they object are beinf 
continued by the superintend­ 
ent. 
It is not unusual for one of 
more of the “reform" trustees 
to resign in disgust long b¿- 
fore completion of the foun- 
year term. Generally he will 
not state his real reason fot 
resigning, because of an uii 
derstandable but unfortunat# 
aversion to “washing the diof- 
trict’s dirty linen in public." 


UNTIL THIS YEAR, the re­ 
placement would be named 
by the county superintendent! 
He could be expected to try 
to pick a person whose phlfc 
osophies of education matchf 
ed his own — though that 
might be contrary to thf 
philosophy desired in the di» 
trict where the vacancy o<> 
curred. 
Under a new law now in ef^ 
feet, the remaining district 
trustees pick the new men> 
her. If the board is divided, 
the choice may be expected 
to be a compromise. And 
when the time for notifying 
the superintendent that hi| 
contract will not be renewed 
finally arrives, this compro­ 
mise selection—who was nev­ 
er elected—may prefer to let 
things go along as they are. 
In this way, the elected 
trustees—and through theni 
the people—may be thwarted 
in the tremendously Import­ 
ant function of employing ad­ 
ministrators who can do thf 
job the people (who pay their 
salaries) want done. 


THE 
OBVIOUS 
solutioi 
would be to make superin­ 
tendents’ contracts renewable 
every year, as are those of 
teachers. And, because of the 
importance of their jobs an* 
the premium pay they re­ 
ceive, it would seem desirablk 
to keep superintendents ex­ 
empted from the tenure pro­ 
visions which protect teaclj- 
ers from dismissal after a pro­ 
bationary period. 
If this solution is suggested 
to school trustees, the usuaj 
reply is that good superin­ 
tendents cannot be hired o$ 
one-year contracts. 
If this is true, it is becaus* 
school trustees have mad* 4 
so. If, through their stat* as­ 
sociation, they would agree tfc 
offer only one-year contracta 
to administrators, this diffi­ 
culty would disappear. 
The people would thus get 
back a little of the control oI 
the schools to which thet 
would seem to be entitled fof 
paying the bills.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) About 
two-thirds of California’s pub­ 
lic schools have written civil 
defense protection plans for 
students but the California Dis­ 
aster Office, following a sur­ 
vey, concluded there is a lack 
of uniformity and direction in 
planning throughout the state. 
The CDO, in a list of 12 gen­ 
eral 
recommendations, 
said 
written plans for periodic civil 
defense drills should be made 
mandatory for all schools. 
The survey covered 4912 of 
the state’s 5775 public schools, 
kindergarten t h r o u gh 14th 
grade. It represented about 85 
per cent of the schools but the 
total enrollment involved was! 
3,262.893, or about 95 per cent j 
of the total enrollment in the 
state. 
Most of the CDO recommen­ 
dations 
concerned 
directing 
schools to set up plans, includ­ 
ing a recommendation that the 
department of education pub­ 
lish a guide on school civil de­ 
fense planning and that coun­ 
ty-wide school civil defense 
planning advisory committees 
be set up for public and pri­ 
vate schools. 
The CDO also called for re­ 
quirements that all schools 
have adequate warning systems 
and that shelter areas be desig­ 
nated by specially trained ar­ 
chitects and engineers. It called 
for a survey of private and pa­ 
rochial schools. 
The survey showed that 3273 
of the 4912 schools answering 
questionaires had written civil 
defense plans, or 67 per cent. 
However, the CDO said only 
about half of those which had 
written plans sent back a copy, 
even though a copy was re 
quested. 
The study showed 43 per 
cent of the schools had advised 


parents of the plans and the 
same percentage had coordi­ 
nated their plans with those of 
city or county civil defense or­ 
ganizations. 
Fifteen 
per 
cent 
of the 
schools said they had designat­ 
ed fallout shelters, although 
CDO estimted this figure prob­ 
ably was too high. The survey 
showed 18 per cent of the 
schools had marked blast shel­ 
ter areas within the school. 
A total of 39 per cent of the 
schools answering said that 
evacuation or dispersal was 
part of their school plan. 
Only 19 per cent indicated 
they had battery-operated ra­ 
dios to receive conelrad instruc­ 
tions.

Measles leaped back Into the 
lead as the most prevalent com­ 
municable disease in Marin on 
the basis of new cases reported 
lest week to the county health 
department. 
Fourteen new measles cases 
were reported, scattered in 
Fairfax, Kentfield, San Ansel- 
mo, Mill Valley and Novato. 
Only three new cases of 
mumps were reported. Measles 
and mumps have never been 
missing from the weekly com­ 
municable disease report for 
several years. 
Streptococci infections con­ 
tinued prevalent, with 13 new 
cases reported. Other commu­ 
nicable diseases reported in­ 
cluded a case of rheumatic fe­ 
ver in Novato, and five cases 
of gonorrhea.

SACRAMENTO ÍCNS) About 
two-thirds of California’s pub­ 
lic schools have written civil 
defense protection plans for 
students but the California Dis­ 
aster Office, following a sur­ 
vey, concluded there is a lack 
of uniformity and direction in 
planning throughout the state. 
The CDO, in a list of 12 gen­ 
eral 
recommendations, 
said 
written plans for periodic civil 
defense drills should be made 
mandatory for all schools. 
The survey covered 4912 of 
the state’s 5775 public schools, 
kindergarten t h r o u gh 14th 
grade. It represented about 85 
per cent of the schools but the 
total enrollment involved was 
3,262.893, or about 95 per cent 
of the total enrollment in the 
state. 
Most of the CDO recommen­ 
dations 
concerned 
directing 
schools to set up plans, includ­ 
ing a recommendation that the 
department of education pub­ 
lish a guide on school civil de­ 
fense planning and that coun­ 
ty-wide school civil 
defense 
planning advisory committees 
be set up for public and pri­ 
vate schools. 
The CDO also called for re­ 
quirements 
that 
all 
schools 
have adequate warning systems 
and that shelter areas be desig­ 
nated by specially trained ar­ 
chitects and engineers. It called 
for a survey of private and pa­ 
rochial schools. 
The survey showed that 3273 
of the 4912 schools answering 
questionaires had written civil 
defense plans, or 67 per cent. 
However, the CDO said only 
about half of those which had 
written plans sent back a copy, 
even though a copy was re­ 
quested. 
The study showed 43 per 
cent of the schools had advised 


parents of the plans and the 
same percentage had coordi­ 
nated their plans with those of 
city or county civil defense or­ 
ganizations. 
Fifteen 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
schools said they had designat­ 
ed fallout shelters, although 
CDO estimted this figure prob­ 
ably was too high. The survey 
showed 18 per cent of the 
schools had marked blast shel­ 
ter areas within the school. 
A total of 39 per cent of the 
schools answering said that 
evacuation or dispersal was 
part of their school plan. 
Only 19 per cent indicated 
they had battery-operated ra­ 
dios to receive conelrad instruc­ 
tions. 


Measles 
Again Lead 
Disease List 


Measles leaped back into the 
lead as the most prevalent com­ 
municable disease in Marin on 
the basis of new cases reported 
lest week to the county health 
department. 
Fourteen new measles cases 
were reported, 
scattered in 
Fairfax, Kentfield, San Ansel­ 
mo, Mill Valley and Novato. 
Only three new cases of 
mumps were reported. Measles 
and mumps have never been 
missing from the weekly com­ 
municable disease report for 
several years. 
Streptococci infections con­ 
tinued prevalent, with 13 new 
cases reported. Other commu­ 
nicable diseases reported in­ 
cluded a case of rheumatic fe­ 
ver in Novato, and five cases 
of gonorrhea.
